CHAP. I. 
AN ACT, for the benefit of Elizabeth Fritzman. 


WueEnreas, it appears by the petition of Eliza- 
beth Fritzman, to the General Assembly of the 
state of Mississippi, that Hugh M. All, late of 
Natchez, departed this life without any heirs, leav- 
ing an estate, the personal part of which, has been 
administered upon by William C. Grissam, of 
Natchez; and that the said Hugh M. All, deceas- 
ed, was the illegitimate son of the said Elizabeth; 
and by the law of the land, the property of such 
illegitimate issue escheats to the state; and where- 
as, the said Elizabeth has petitioned the Legisla- 
ture of this state, to pass a law, making, her the 
heir and representative of her said deceased son— 
Therefore: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Mississippi, in 
General Assembly convened, That the said Eliza- 
beth iritzman, now resident at Port Gibson, shall 
and she is hereby declared to be the legal heir and. 
representative of the said Hugh M. All, deceased; 
and shall‘be entitled to the estate of the said All, 
. Whether real, persona! or mixed.

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Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the: ` 
said William C. Grissam, administrator of the said 
All, deceased, is hereby authorized and directed 
io pay to the said Elizabeth, or her attorney, all 
sums of money and other property which has, or 
may come to his hands as such administrator as a- 
foresaid, after paying the debts due from said 
estate. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
be lawful for the said Elizabeth. Fritzman, to in- 
stitute any suit or suits, either in law er in equity, 
against any person or persons, holding or detain- 
ing said estate, which may be necessary for the 
recovery of the same. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
be lawful for the said Elizabeth, to bargain, sell 
and convey.by deed, or otherwise, all the real es-.- 
tate which she may inherit from her said.son, ur- 
der the provisons of this act.

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Treasurer is hereby authorized and required to 
pay said amount out of any moneys in the. ireasu- l 
ry not otherwise appropriated.

AN ACT, to revive and amend an act, entitled ‘an act, directing the 
mode of choosing electors to vote for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States.’ 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the state of Mississippi, 
èn General Assembly convened, That the act, en- 
titled an act, directing the mode of choosing elec- 
tors to vote for President and Vice-President of 
the United States, approved January 15th, 1824, 
be, and the same is hereby revived and continued 
in force, and shall be so construed as to read that 
the election shall be held on the first Monday in 
November, in each and every year when the elec- 
tion for President and Vice-President of the Uni- 
ted States shall take place. ©

tended as a witness, and the same shall be al- 
lowed in the bills of cost, any law tothe con- 
trary notwithstanding. :

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the state of Mississippi, 
in General Assembly convened, ‘That from and ` 
after the passage of this act, the boundary be- 
tween the counties of Jackson and Hancock, as 
established by the act, entitled an act, to define 
the boundaries of the several counties of this 
state, passed June 29th, 1822, be, and the same is 
hereby restored; and all acts, and parts of acts, 
contravening the provisions of this act, be, and the 
same are hereby repealed: Provided, That 
townships one and two, in range ten, shall be an- 
nexed to, and become a part of Perry.

AN ACT, to establish an additional clection district in the county of 
Jelferson, and to change one already established.

Bet enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the state of Mississippi, 
in General Assembly convened, That the officers 
for the time being, their successors in office, and 
the members of Franklin Library Society, in the 
town of Meadville, Franklin county, be, and they 
are hereby made and constituted a body corporate, 
by the name and style of Franklin Library Soci- 
ety; and aremade capable, in their corporate capaci- 
ty, of purchasing and holding by lease or in feesim- 
ple, any lot or parcel of ground, or building with

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its appurtenances for the use and benfit of said soci- 
ety, together with personal property not exceeding 
the Value of ten thousand dollars, they may receive 
ard enforce the collection of donations and sub- 
scriptions, may sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded, in any court of law or equity in this 
state, touching any matter or any thing affecting 
the rights or interest of society. They may 
have a commmon seal, and may alter er change 
the same at discretion; they may make bye-laws, 
rules and regulations, and enforce the same for 
the good order and government of their society, 
not inconsistent with the constitution and laws of 
this state; and may do and perform all other acts 
and things incident to bodies corporaté, for the 
prosperity and perpetuity of their society.

AN ACT, to provide for the distribution of the acts of Congress. 


Sec. 4. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the state of Mississippi, 
in General Assembly convened, That it shail be 
the duty of the Secretary of State to transmit to 
the clerks of the circuit courts of the several conn- 
ties in this state, under such regulations as are pre- 
scribed by law, for the distribution of the Jaws and 
journals of the General Assembly, one copy of 
the acts of each session of the Congress of the 
Dnited States, which have heretofore been trans- 
mitted to the seat of government for the use of the 
state, and annually hereafler one copy ‘of the acts 
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of each session of Congress; Provided, 'The num- 
ber of copies heretofore received, or which hereaf- 
ter may be received, may be sufficient to ` admit 
each county to be furnished with a copy, and not 
less than five copies reserved for the use of the 
General Assembly. 

Sec..2. And be it further enacted, That it shall 
not be lawful for the clerks in whose care said acts 
of Congress may be placed, to permit them to be 
taken from their offices, unless for the use of some 
conrt, under the penalty of five dollars for every 
offence, and the value of any copy or copies of 
said acts which may be lost by their negligence, 
recoverable before any court of competent juris- 
diction, for the use of the state.

‘Vicksburg is such, as to rénder it the only suita- 
ble place of depot for a large pertion of the

\nected, and it is important for the citizens of.said 
town, as well as of adjoining country, that a 
Branch of the Bank ofthe state of Mississippi 
ghould be there established, without which the 
must continue to labour under the many diad. 
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vantages to which they have heretofore been sub- 
jected in procuring money from the Bank for 
their immediate purposes; And whereas, we be- 
lieve it was the intention of the General Assembly 
at the time the mother Bank was incorporated, 
that the president and directors thereof, should 
establish Branches inthe different parts of the 
state, as the necessities of the people might requires 
‘and as we believe it essentially necessary for the 
interests of the people, that a Branch should be 
immediately established at Vicksbug: Therefore— 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the state of Mississippi, in 
General Assembly convened, That we do recom- 
mend and request the president, directors and 
company of the Bank of the state of Mississippi, 
to establish a Branch of said Bank at the town of 
Vicksburg, as soon as the same can be done under 
regulations similar to those prescribed for the gov- 
ernment of its other branches; and, Whereas, It 
appears to this General Assembly, from a petition 
signed by a large number of citizens of Monroe 
county, that they are desirous that a brauch of 
said Bank should also be established in said coun- 
ty; and as it also appears from said petition, that 
much good would result to the citizens of said 
county, as well as profit to the institution from 
the establishment of such branch: Therefore— 

Be it further resolved, That we do recommend 
and request the president, directors and company 
ofsaid Bank, to establish a branch thereof, in the 
town of Columbus in said county, as soon as the 
same can be done, under regulations similar to 
those prescribed for the government of its other 
branches.

MEMORIAL to Congress, praying extension of the time of pay- 
ment for lands. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States, in Congress Assembled: - 


The memorial of the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the state of Mississippi, in Ge- 
geral Assembly convened, respectfully sheweth: 
That a great quantity of the lands owned by 
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e individuals in many counties of this state, wag 
purchased from the United States, under the pro- 
visions of the acts of Congress, as they existed 
prior to the.second of March, eighteen hundred 
and twenty-one; at that time there was a large 
debt due from the citizens of this state to the Uni- 
ted States for lands purchased, and by an act 
of Congress of that date, provisions were made 
for extending the time of payment to such as were 
indebted to the United States for lands purchas- 
ed prior to the first day of July, eighteen hundred 
and twenty: many of our citizens availed them- 


_ selves of the lenient provisions of that act of Con- 


gress, according to the terms therein prescribed, 
and consequently there still rémains unpaid a 
large debt from such as had made but one pay- 
ment on lands purchased previous to the first day 
of July, eighteen hundred and twenty. By the 
laws of the United States, as they existed before 
the passage of the above mentioned act, purchasers 
of public lands were only bound to pay one fourth 
partofthe purchase money atthe time of entering of 
the same, and the balance in three equal annual in- 
stalments, and a forfeiture could not take place 
until the last payment became due; the majority 
ef purchasers were not prepared to make the re- 
spective payments as they became due, but were 
compelled to depend on securing their lands, ulti- 
mately, by paying all the instalments at the time 
the last felldue. This time had not arrived with 
very many purchasers, when there were liberal 
and beneficial provisions of the act of Congress 
of the- second of March, eighteen hundred and 
twenty-one came in to their relief. By the pro- 
visions of that act, purchasers, prior to the first 
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day of July, eighteen hundred and twenty, were 
arranged into three different classes; the first 
class included all such persons as had paid only one 
fourth part of the original price of the land by 
them respectively purchased; the second class in- 
cluded all such persons as had paid only the one half 
of the original price; the third class includes all 
such persons as had paid three-fourths of the 
original price; the debt due from purchasers 
of the first class was to have been paid in eight 
equal annual instalments, the first of which fell 
due on the thirty-first day of March, eighteen 
hundred and twenty-two; the debt due from 
purchasers of the secand class was to have been 
paid in six equal annual instalments, the first of 
which fell due on the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, eighteen hundred twenty-one; and the 
debt due from purchasers of the third'c’1ss was 
to have been paid in four equal annual instal- 
ments, the first of which fell due on the thirtieth 
day of September, eighteen hundred and twenty- 
one. By a provision of the same act, a forfeiture 
of the land purchased, could not take place until 
three months after the last instalment fell due; 
the first of these classes included by far the great-. 
est number of purchasers; as but few of them, in- 
tended to be relieved by the act of the second of 
March, eighteen hundred and twenty-one, had 
paid more than one fourth part of the original 
price of the land by them purchased since the 
passage of that act; few, or perhaps none of the 
purchasers of the first class have made any of the 
several annual payments as they respectively fell 
due, consequently a much larger sum of money 
remains due from this class of purchasers than hag 
been paid by either of the other classes; and al- 
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though the debt due from purchasers of the second

and third classes was comparatively small, yet: 
Congress, by the acts of the twenty-sixth of May, 
eighteen hundred and twenty-four, and the fourth 
of May, eighteen hundred and twenty-six, ex- 
tended the time of payments to these classes, to- 
gether with a remission of all interest that had ac- 
crued on the several instalments which had not 
been paid, and a discount of thirty-seven anda 
half per cent. on cash payments, which enabled 
them to liquidate their debts, and prevent a for- 
feiture of their lands. From these provisions 
much good resulted to‘many citizens of this state, 
and without them no doubt many must have suf- 
fered themselves to have been deprived of their 
homes by a forfeiture of their lands. But the 
time granted by Congress to those classes for 
making payments, having elapsed, which payments 
have been completed with very few exceptions; 
it is the purchasers of the first class that now re- 
quire relief, and we are confidently led to hope 
and expect the relief prayed for will be extended 
to them, as well from the particular and pressing 
exigencies which render it necessary for them to 


ask it, as from the liberal policy which has been 


pursued by the general government towards the pur- 
chasers of the two other classes. Taking into view 
the reasons which actuated the general government 
to adoptthis policy, and the many benefits whieh re- 
sulted from it, we were almost induced to consider 
as amatter ofright, thatitshould likewise be extend- 
ed to that class of purchasers which forms the sub- 
ject of the present memorial. Although the moneys 
arising from the sales of public lands make an 
important branch of the revenue of the United 
States, yet we are induced to hope and believe 
that the delay arising from the extension of the 
time of payments for these lands would not so 
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materially affect that department of the govern- 
ment, as to render it impolitic for the Congress 
of the United States to adopt this measure. The 
reasons whicli induced Congress to grant further 
time for payment to purchasers of the second and 
third classes, now exist in a much greater degreé, 
and urge witb peculiar force the necessity for ex- 
tending the same liberality to the purchasers of 
the first class. Where land has not been paid for; 
most of the purchasers of this class are of the 
poorer people, who are dépéndent alone on the 
Income arising from their manual labor bestowed 
upon their small farms; and such is now their 
embarrassed situation, that without tlie interposi- 
tion of Congress, many of them will be wholly 
unable to extinguish the debts due for their lands. 
The continued decreased prices of agricultural 
products in our state, which have for some time 
prevailed, and which are likely to continue, have 
produced a general pressure, seldom equalled; 
from which industry and the strictest economy can 
relieve the people. p - 

Your memorialists, therefore, pray thata law 
may be passed, giving to purchasers ofthe first 
class, further time than that already limited, to 
make their payments for lands purchased prior to 
the first day of July, eighteen hundred and twen- 
ty. They also pray a remission of all interest due 
on the several instalments, and such a deduction 
from the original price as may seem just. By 
such provisions those indebted to the United 
States, will, no doubt, be able to make their pay- 
ments, and save their lands from forfeiture; but 
without them, your memorialists are apprehensive 
that many will be compelled to abandon their 
homes and seek new ones in the forests; and 
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your memorialisis, as in duty bound, will ever 
pray, &c. . . 

Therefore, be it resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the state of Mis- 
sissippt; in General Assembly convened, That 
the foregoing memorial be transmitted to our 
Senators in Congress, and that they be instructed, 
and our Representative requested to use their ex- 
ertion to obtain the passage of a law to effect the 
object prayed for by said memorial,

The memorial of the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the state of Mississippi, in Gene- 
ral Assembly convened, respectfully sheweth; That 
the General Assembly of this state, at the last ses- 
sion, did establish and organize an additional 
county by the name of Washington, on the Mis- 
sissippi river, above the mouth of the Yazoo river, 
in that part of this state lately ceded by the Chock- 
taw Indians to the United States. That part of 
the land in said county is fertile, and now rapidly 
settling; but by far the greatest portion of said 
county is an immense swamp, which is not sus- 
ceptible of settlement or cultivation, and subject 
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to annual inundations by the floods of the Missis- 
sippi. A very small quantity of the land in said 
county has, as yet, been surveyed; and from its 
peculiar situction, it may be a considerable time 
hefore the survey of the balance can be completed, 
The survey that. has been made is in the lower 
part of the county, remote from a suitable place 
for the location ofa seat of justice for the same; 
hence, it is impossible that a seat of justice for the 
county can be located, er public buildings erected 
avith any degree of propriety, as the land on which 
they must be necessarily situated, has not yet 
been surveyed, and the county must continue to 
Jabor under this inconvenicnce, until relieved by 
your honorable body. Your memorialists there- 
fore pray, that a donation of one hundred and 
sixty acres of land may be made to said county, 
for the purposes aforesaid, at such place as may 
be selected for the seat of Justice. And your me- 
morialisis, aş in duty bound, will ever pray, &c.

The memorial of the Genera] Assembly of the 
state of Mississippi, respectfully represents; 
That a large portion of the most valuabla territory 
within the chartered limits of this state, is occupi- 
ed by savage tribes, interspersed with disorderly 
whites, whose vicious and intemperate habits 
give the example, and afford the facility of indulg- 
ing in intoxicating liquors, a practice rapidly ex- 
tinguishing their number s, and entirely hostile to 
the progress of civilization. Your memorialists 
therefore, respectfully suggest, that the remaval 
of the aforesaid white persons by general govern- 
ment, and a judicious ‘selection of commissioners 
to treat with these natjons for their lands, would 
obviate most of the difficulties which have here- 
tofore opposed themselves to the acquirement of 


the Indian lands; with these advantages we should 


be able, easily to produce on the minds of the 
most intelligent amongst them, a full conviction, 
that their true interest, can only be found in their 
removal to a region more congenial to their na- 
ture, and remote from the influence of vicious ex-. 
ample, at the same time that civilization might 
advance uninterruptedly, and their permanent in- 
terest be secured, by applying part of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of their lands, to the establish- 
ment of primary schools; the annual supply of 
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implements of husbandry, and other conveni- 
ences of civilized life. ‘Pherefore, from the phi- 
lanthropic feeling of your honorable body, towards 
this wretched people, and your manifest disposi- 
tion to advance the prosperity of the new states; 
your memorialists humbly hope that an apprepri- 
ation may be made, and such other steps taken as 
will most conduce to carry into effect their earnest 
wishes. 

‘herefore resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Mississippi, 
in General Assembly convened, That our Sena- 
tors in Congress be, and they are hereby instruct- 
ed, and our Representative be, and he is hereby 
requested to use their best endeavors to procure 
such an amendment of the act of Congress regula- 
ting intercourse with the Indian tribes as will effect 
the removal of the white persons resident among 
the Choctaws and Chickasaws, other than those 
engaged as missionarics or teachers among the 
said tribes.

on ils banks; the populating of this couatry then, 
in the opinion of your memorialists, depends en- 
tirely‘upon the success of this contemplated canal. 
The appropriations to this common purpose hav- 
ing been made in part by the state of Mississippi, 
and in part by the United States, and each appro- 
priation to be applied under the direction of the | 
sovereignty that. made it, your memorialists find | 
great difficulty in carrying into effect the inten- | 
sions for which the appropriations were made, so | 
desirable to this state and the nation.
